'NAPLES. 

Extracts from the Report of thp Duke 
de Campo Cltiaro, Secretary of 8tate 
and Minister for Foreign Affairs, to 
the National Parliament of the two Si 
cHies, 

The Neapolitan, government, which 
naturally supposed that Austria might 
feel alarmed at the event* which had 
taken place in the kingdom of Naples, 
felt the necessity of sending to Vienna 
the Prince Csr.«4«, to «tate to that Court 
the real MtUBlinn of alTairs, and to enter 
n>»o an explanation regarding a secret 
article of the Treaty of Juno 12, x 815. 
which presented some ambiguity in its 
expressions. 

Prince Metternich caused an answer to 
be made to our envoy, tlist the changes 
that hud taken place at Naples were 
brought about by a faction, (hat the 
ehnnges tended to the subversion of so¬ 
cial order, and that Austria could never 
recogni/.e them. 

It waunt Vienna also that Prince Cimi- 
tile was informed by the Russian minis, 
ter at that court' that the Emperor Alex, 
ander would not receive him as the envoy 
of the new government. This minister 
wrote to him:—“That his sovereign, being 
intimately in alliance with his august al- 
' lies, by treaties, and the most indisso¬ 
luble ties, every step on his part 
which might seem a species of initiative, 
would appear usndeviation from his prin¬ 
ciples, especially relative to the actual 
state of nllVirs in the kingdom id Naples, 
which claimed the interposition of all the 
chiefs of Europe,” The Austrian minis,
